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countrymen and declared his beliefs, 
purposes and expectations. He pre- 
dicted progress and prosperity. He 
prorised absolute fidelity to high prin- 
ciples. Ip general, the country was to 
be Letter governed, happier and more 
contented. Taxes would be reduced 
and burdens lightened. Labor would 
have a larger share of its products. 
The interests of the many would be 
protected against the encroachments of 
the rich and powerful few. Justice 
and purity in public affairs and success 
in private undertakings were to be the 
first. fruits of democracy enthroned in 
Washington. 

A multitude of democrats heard and 
rejoiced. Their hearts swelled with 
pride and their anticipations were un- 
bounded. The address of the new 
president was flashed all over the land, 
and everywhere his partisans, the men 
whose votes had put him in power, ex- 
ulted as they spelled out his words of 
cheer. Thousands of them already en- 
joyed, in imagination, all of the good 
things of life. More especially, al- 
though the month was March, and 
February snows still lingered, they 
could fairly scent rich meadows of that 
clover, the thought of which gave zest 
to their favorite campaign of the pre- 
ceding summer, the rhyme which ran 
thus: 

Grover, Grover, 
Four years more of Grover; 
In he goes, 


Out they go, 
Then we'll be in clover. 


Such was anticipation. How differ- 
ent has been experience! Where now 
are the fat times of prosperity end the 
happy daysof contentment? In what 
can democracy take pride or the coun- 
try find pleasure? How many Ameri- 
cans are in the clover fields and how 
greata multitude find nothing better 
than thistles? 

The most tremendous facts of the 
first year of Grover’s four clover seasons 
are painfully familiar. The largest is a 
panic unprecedented in severity. Be- 
hind that great disaster follow its evil 
brood of business failures, more numer- 
ous and extensive than were ever be- 
fore known, loss of employment for 
hundreds of thousands of honest toil- 
ers, widespread misery and privation, 
the sacrifice of great property inter- 
ests, the foreclosures of mortgages on 
homes, and unnumbered evils of like 
nature. The first sale of United States 
bonds made within the last third ofa 
century to obtain money for the 
current expenses of the government is 
one feature of the democratic clover 
crop. Falling and inadequate revenues 
have grown in Grover’s meadows. 

Discontent has spread and deepened 
since the day when happier times were 
ponderously prophesied. Social unrest 
has been widened and intensited. The 
proposal of an income tax has engen- 
dered class strife. Prolonged struggles 
over the inflation of the currency have 


arrayed section against section. The 
democratic tariff has set the whole 
world of industry ina turmoil.  Busi- 


ness stagnates, while Bourbons fight 
in the halls of congress which were to 
have been the president’s forcing beds 
of prosperity. The Hawaiian fiasco has 
deepened the disgust engendered by 
blunders and crimes that are worse 
than blunders at home. 

If democrats narrow their view of

more cheering. Defeat and dissension 
have reigned supreme.

Quincy led a spoilsman’s carnival in the 
state department, but all his prostitu- 
tion of consular patronage went for 
nothing when the votes were counted. 
Hoke Smith and Lochren made war 
upon republican pensioners and coddled 
democratic veterans, but the result 
was only more tremendous republican 
majorities. Democratic senators have 
humiliated the democratic president, 
and the democratic president has bul- 
lied democratic senators and represen- 
tatives. The party in power is mired 
in wrangling and confusion of counsel. 
It flounders in the quicksands of selfish 
schemes, insincerity and cowardice, 
and inits helplessness it rages to no 
purpose and curses its own leaders, 
Such, in the briefest possible space, 
is the great change wrought in one 
brief year. Where there were conf- 
dence and hope despuir and fear reigns 
to-day. Power has proved the bane of 
the party which seized upon it so 
eagerly. Its pledges are unfulfilled, 
and its hopes of inauguration day area 
mockery uf memory now. The travail 
of unfruitful labor and aimless war- 
fare fills the present with bitterness 
and blackens the future with the shad- 
ows of more terrible defeats than have 
yet been experienced by the mis- 
guided and luckless democracy. There 





is no joy in remembering, no comfort 
in reflection, no promise in sega 
ahead. And three years more of } 
Grover are to follow the one that has} 
worn wearily away.—Cleveland Leader.

eighty-four, closing at seventy-six. 
During February, thanks to the yeo- 
man efforts of the democratic statsemen 
in behalf of protection for sugar, the 
price of the trust's stock crept up from 
seventy-six to eighty-five.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—United 
States Senator Alfred Holt Colquitt, of 
Georgia, died at his residence in this 
city at 7:40 a.m. Around the bedside 
when he passed away were Senator 
Gordon and his daughter, Mrs. Jones, 
Senator Colquitt’s private secretary; 
his nephew, Mr. Bunn; his son, Mrs. 
Colquitt, three unmarried daughters 
and his daughter, Mrs. Marshall, of 
Chicago. 

As the end approached the senator's 
breathing became very heavy. but he 
relapsed into unconsciousness and suf- 
fered no pain. 

{Alfred Holt Colquitt was born in Walton 
county, Ga., the son of Rev. Walter T. Colquitt, 
an eminent minister in his day, April 20, 1824. 
He was graduated from Princeton college in 
the class of 1844, and admitted to the bar in 
1845. During the Mexican war he served asa 
staff officer with the rank of major. He was a 
member of the Georgia leyis!ature in 1250, and 
was elected to the house of representatives 
in the Thirty-third congress. He was a 
member of the secession committee of 
the state of Georgia, and later entered the 
confederate service as captain and was soon 
promoted to be colonel of the Sixth Georgia 
infantry. Later he served as brigadier-gener- 
al and was commissioned as major-general. 
He was elected governor of Georgia in 176, 
served four years and was re-elected under the 
new constitution for two years. At theexpira- 
tion of his term as governor he was elected to 
the United States senate for the term com- 
mencing March 4, 1883, and was re-elected in 
1888; his term of service would have expired 
March 8, 1895. } 

Senator Colquitt was stricken with 
paralysis in July, 1892, and since that 
time had been unable to walk without 
assistance. He was able, however, to 
continue in a large degree his attend- 


ance on his senate duties, being 
wheeled in and out of the senate 
chamber in an invalid chair. He at- 


tended meetings of committees of 
which he was a member, but had not 
made a speech or been able to take 
awy active part in debate on the senate 
floor. He voted on all important occa- 
sions, and in the prolonged silver 
struggle during the extra session was 
daily in his place. He was even 
wheeled into the chamber several 
times... keep a quorum during the 
nights when the senate sat in continu- 
ous session. 

For years Senator Colquitt was prom- 
inent in church circles and during his 
congressional career he was one of the 
most active members of the Congres- 
sional Temperance society, an organi- 
zation which has existed for more than 
a half century. 

Senator Colquitt leaves a wife, one 
son, Walter ‘I. Colquitt, and four 
daughters, Mrs. Marshall, wife of 
Capt. Marshall, of the United States 
army, Misses Laura, Hattie and Doro- 
ty Colquitt.

COLQUITT’S SUCCESSOR. 


A Prominent Feature of tie Discussion 
at the Capitol. 

WASHINGTON, Mareh 27.—The ques- 
tion as to who shail succeed Senator 
Colquitt wasa prominent feature of 
discussion at the capitol «yesterday 
morning. ‘The impression about the 
house was that Gov. Northen will not 
appoint any of the avowed candidates 
for the senatorship to fill out the re- 
mainder of the present session of 
congress. The Georgia legislature 
will meet in October and 
elect a senator for the remainder of 
Mr. Colquitt’s term and for the full 
term of six years beginning the 4th of 
March next. Neither Representative 
Turner nor Speaker Crisp have an- 
nounced themselves as candidates, and 
it is understood that Speaker Crisp will 
not enter the race. There is no doubt, 
however, that Mr. Turner's name will 
be presented to the legislature when 
that body meets in the autumn. It is 
not improbable that Speaker Crisp will 
contest for the senatorship if any con- 
siderable number of his friends in the 
state desire to bring him forward. 

In addition to the foregoing gen- 
tlemen, Mr. Dubingnon, of Savannah; 
Mr. Bacon, of Macon, and Mr. Girard, 
of Columbus, will, it is understood, 
announce themselves as candidates at 
an early day. 

Mr. Patrick Walsh, the editor of the 
Augusta Chronicle, in the opinion of 
some of the Georgia delegation, is 
likely to secure the nomination to 
serve the remainder of the present 
term of congress.

Benton Harbor reports that the cold 
has been so intense during the past 
twenty-four hours that ice an inch 
thick has formed and fruit growers 
are alarmed. Manv thousand trees 
were just ready to blossom, but every 
bud is black and dead, doing many 
thousand dollars’ damage in Berrien 
county. Strawberries were starting up 
green, but are frozen to death. Even 
in the sheltered fields they are killed. 

Fennville reports cold weather and 
peach buds badly injured. 

Shelby advices state that the peach 
crop in Oceana county has been dam- 
aged by freezing. 

Reports from Muskegon, Newaygo, 
Ottawa and Von Buren counties report 
great damage to fruit of all kinds.

ON AN ICE FLOE. 

The Perils of Sealing on Treacherons Ice 
—Forty Men Carried Away On the 
Drifting Ice, Two of Whom Were Frozen 


to Death Before Kescuers Reached 
Them. 
Str. Jouns, N. F., March 27.—Fresh 


Water bay, outside St. John’s harbor, 
on Saturday, filled with ice, among 
which plenty of seals were seen. Men 
from all parts of the coast went off to 
hunt them and met with fair success 
throughout the day. In the evening 
the wind changed to westerly and 
drove the ice off again. Most of the 
men who went out were on the ice-field 
when the wind changed, but the 
greater number of them succeeded in 
reaching land before the ice moved off. 
About forty, however, were carried 
out into the open water. 

Much apprehension was relt in their 
behalf as the night wore on and meas- 
ures for their relief were taken. Sig- 
nal lights were burned and men were 
sent here with steamers to go to their 
assistance. It took some hours toreach 
this city, and the first steamer only 
started at 8 o'clock Sunday morning. 
Another followed four hours later. 
During the night changes in the posi- 
tion of the ice caused by currents drove 
some of it close to the headJands, and 
inost of the men got ashore by swim- 
ming, though eight nearly died from 
the cold. 

‘They reported that a party of nine 
persons were far off, and all engeries 
were devoted to rescuing these men. 
At last the party was sighted from the 
outer cove, anda boat put off to their 
rescue. In this party there were six 
men, all of whom had been frost-bitten 
severely. A little distance from them 
the rescuing boat’s crew sighted three 
more people, of whom two were dead 
of the cold. ‘The third, the father of 
the other two, was living, and mey 
survive his injuries,

MORE WAR CLOUDS. 





Hondurans Are Reported to Be Again 
in a Turmoil, 


New Orteans, March v0. — There 
may be another revolution in Spanish 
Honduras ina short time. The city of 
Dallas has reached this city froin Be- 
lize, bringing a number of passengers, 


among them several Hondnrans. It 
seems that the people are dissatisfied 
with Bonilla, and Nicaragua will take 
a hand in ousting the present rulers of 
the government. 

When the recent revolution was in- 
cited, Nicaragua aided and abetted and 
supplied Bonilla with men froin that 
country, provisions, arms, ammunition 
and money. Their object in doing this 
was to gain a svlid foothold in Hondu- 
ros, and in a short time to control 
the sall country. About two weeks 
ago Bonilla ordered the Nicaraguan sol- 
diers to go to their country as the revo 
lution was at an end, but they did not 
seem anxious to do so. This was proba- 
bly the cause of the trouble, and the 
natives and the foreigners there are 
much opposed to General Bonilla, as 
they claim he is unjast and overtaxes 
the people. 

Bonilla has ordered the execution of a 
number of Vasquez soldiers since th» 
end of the trouble. Already there have 
been 12 or 20 men shot by the orders 0! 
Bonilla. Thereis no courtmartial, an:' 
when a batch of prisoners are safely 
landed, the captors inform the presi- 
dent, and if he is engaged in conversa- 
tion with a friend, he will excuse him- 
self for a moment and order the execu 
tion. Vasquez may return in a few 
months and try to regain his office 
There will probably be an election for 
government officers in a short tims. 
which will no doubt incite another revo- 
lution.

Visit and Leeture by Dr, Bryson and 
Others. 


Yesterday willlivelong in the memory of 
the people of Normal. Some days ago it 
was announced that Dr. Bryson wouldjde- 
liver a lecture to this school. Because of 
his scholarly qualifications, all awaited 
eagerly and anxiously his comiug, and 
looked forward to a rare treat in the ful- 
fillment of the annourcement. This 
morning at 10 o’clock he in company with 
Hon. A. 8. Fletcher, Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees, Hon. S, J. Mayhew of 
the Executive Committee of the Board of 
Trustees, and Vice President of the Far;

Disasters That Have Befallen Vessels of 


the United States Navy. 

The loss of a single warship attracts 
more attention than the wrecking of a 
score of merchantmen. Warships seem 
to be part of the nation; they are pub- 
lic vessels in a double sense, and many

of them bf the exploits they have, 


participated in have endeared their 
names to the people. 
lost it is as if an eminent man had 
died. Sogreatis the interest created 
by the loss of a warship that an er- 
roneous impression is occasioned as to 
the comparative frequency of disasters 
in the navy and the merchant service. 
The proportion of warships lost in 
time of peace to the whole num- 


ber in commission at any one 
time, take the world over, is 
very ‘small. Years’ elapse with- 
out any disaster involving the 


loss of an American or British warship 
being reported, and those navics are 
always actiyely employed and are ex- 
posed to ali the perils of the sea. Cer- 
tain wrecks fix themselves forever in 
the public mind by force of peculiar 
circumstances attending them, and are 
long made the subject of speculation. 
To these tragedies of the sea the United 
States navy has contributed its share, 
but not more than its share. 

* The navy since the organization of 
the federal government has always had 
enough to do, in peace or war, and very 
often with not enough vessels to do it. 
In the older days, when ships depended 
entirely on sail power, they were ex- 
posed to perils against which steam 
now aids vessels, and total disappear: 
ances were correspondingly more corn: 


mon. One of the first vessels of the 
navy which went down with all on 
board was the frigate Insurgent, 
last heard from in July, 1800. 
The brig Pickering disappeared 
about the same time. Which per- 


ished first, and the manner of their 
fates, no man knows: they simply went 
down and left no sign. The fanious 
sloop-of-war Wasp was last heard from 
in September, 1814. Her fate, too, is 
forever a mystery. As the United 
States was at war with England then, 
it is barely possible that the tradition 
that a British frigate had a night con- 
flict with a smaller vessel, which, malz- 
ing her escape in the glootn, appeared 
to be swallowed up by the sea, had 
some foundation and referred to the 
luckless cruiser. ‘The Epervier, bring- 
ing home the Americans Commodore 
Deeatur had rescued from slavery in 
Tunis and Algiers, never teached port. 
Tradition says the ship struck on Nan- 
tucket shoals in the night and went to 
pieces, but no man knows. Fifteen 
years after the Wasp was given up as 
lost, her sister ship, the Hornet, disap- 
peared. She is believed to have foun- 
dered in a sudden squall in the gulf of 
Mexico. These two ships, the Wasp 
and Hornet— 
The two proud sisters of the sea, 
In glory and in aooin— 

were long watched for and hoped for, 
but no tidings of the fate of either ever 
came to waiting ears. Old people still 
recall that in the days of their youth, 
when the sound of a salute was heard 
inasea port, the question would be 


_raised: “Is it the Hornet, come in at 


last?” 

The list of vessels lost with all on 
board, ‘totally disappeared,” also in- 
cludes the Porpoise, last heard from in 
September, 1854, in the China seas; the 
sloop-of-war Albany. which sailed from 
Aspinwall for New York about the 
same time, never reaching home: and 
the Levant, which, seen some time in 
1860 sailing into a fog bank in the Pa- 
cific, has never reappeared, though 
her name was kept on the navy list 
until 1862, The mist of death and 
silente Was wrapped around her and 
never has been dissipated. [It was 
on board the Levant that Dr. Hale 
made “The Man Without a Country” 
die, a clever way of adding more 
vraisemblance to that wonderful nar- 
rative, since there were people who 
immediately said there always was 
something odd about the movements 
of the Levant, and as no one survived 
the ship, the particularity of the story 
could not for a time be gainsaid. The 
fate of all of our naval vessels lost 
since the war is a matter of record. 
The sloop-of-war Sacramento was 
wrecked in the bay of Bengal soon af- 
ter the close of the rebellion: no lives 
were lost. The storship Fredonia was 
cast upon the Peruvian coast by a tidal 
wave in 1868 and many perished. The 
gunboat Suwanee was wrecked on an 
uncharted ledge off the coast of British 
Columbia, July 9, 1868. The sinking 
of the Oneida, with many of her of- 
ficers and crew, by the mail steamer 
Bombay, January 23, 1870, was 
a disaster and almost a crime, 
since the sinking ship was left to her 
fate by the vessel that had collided 
with her. In 1870 the Saginaw was 
lost on Ocean island, in the Pacific. 
June 17, 1875, the Saranac was gored 
by a sunken rock in the north Pacifie. 
November 24, 1877, the Huron was lost 
on the coast of North Carolina, ninety- 
eight officers and men perishing. The 
next notable disaster occurred at Sa- 
moa March 15, 1889, when the flagship 
Trenton and the corvette Vandalia 
were wrecked in a terrible hurrieane, 


and forty-five officers and men lost 

their lives. Latest on the list comes 

the noble old Kearsarge, closing a 
ta 


chapter that includes most, if not all, 
the disasters that have befallen our 
warships that were noteworthy either 
by the fame of the vessels or the ate 
tendant circumstances.—Koston Tran- 
script.
